A PRIVATE pool party 
in the quiet village of 
Headley ended with 
a man shot dead 
and a woman with 
a gun wound to the 
leg. 

Police were 
called to the £lm 
mansion in the ear¬ 
ly hours of Sunday. 

They have con¬ 
firmed that they found 
the body of a 34-year-old 
man, while a 36-year-old wom¬ 
an was treated for a gunshot 
wound. 

Two people have been ar¬ 
rested in connection with the 
shooting: a 38-year-old man 
from London on suspicion of 
murder and attempted murder 
and a 30-year-old woman from 
London on suspicion of assist¬ 
ing an offender. 

The gun used has not yet been 
recovered. They are yet to be 
charged. 

Police have not released the 
name of the victim. 

Surrey Police detective su¬ 
perintendent Bex Smith said: 
“This was a shocking turn of 
events at what had been billed 
as a private pool party and 
would have been witnessed by a 
number of people. 

At this time, our thoughts are 
very much with the family and 
friends of the man who died.” 

The mansion, on Church 
Lane, was the site of the third 
instalment of a pool party host¬ 
ed by 21-year-old reggae dance 
hall musician Jason White 

- who uses the stage name 
Braintear Spookie - and Sum- 
merlyn Farquharson - known 
as ‘The Female Boss Krissy’ 

- called ‘Pool Party Part 3: My 
League.’ 

Ms Farquarson said: “Before 
the shooting everything was 
nice and then it was chaos. 

“At about 2am the crowd was 
getting unruly, I am not sure 








if it was the alcohol, but 
by the time I got to the se¬ 
curity I heard a gunshot, I 
saw people running, people 
were trying to get into 
the house. 

“People weren’t al¬ 
lowed in the house as 
it was a pool party but 
they were banging on 
the door. I opened the 
door to let Spookie in, 
people were shouting 
to call the police, saying 
someone was shot, so 
I called the police and 
locked us in. 

“We don’t know who 
was shot, we don’t know 
why it happened, we 
have no clue, we don’t 
know who it is.” 

Ms Farquharson said 
she has hosted similar 
events over the past two 
years without issue, 
having rented the Head- 
ley mansion for the past 
four. A party held at the 
mansion July 26, 2015, was 
documented by photogra¬ 
pher Fimiyaad, whose 
photos show scantily-clad 
women and high amounts 
of alcohol consumption. 

Local councillor David 
Preedy, who lives about a 
quarter of a mile away and 
warned police before the 
party, said: “There was a 
noisy party last year that I 
know was problematic. It 
started at 11pm and went 
on until 5am on Monday 
morning so was decidedly 
unpopular. 

“When it was clear the 
repeat was being organ¬ 
ised, I notified the police on 
behalf of the parish coun¬ 
cil and on behalf of the 
community 

“Obviously I didn’t re¬ 
alise what was going to 
happen.” 

David Baxter, who has 
friends in Church Lane, 
said: “It was a group of Af- 
rican-origin people. There 
was a smashed car, glass 
everywhere.”

Ms Farquharson and Mr 
White shared multiple im¬ 
ages of a poster and videos 
promoting the party on their 
social media accounts. 

On his Instagram page on 
Sunday afternoon, presum¬ 
ably while setting up for the 
party, which cost £15 or £20 at 
the door for entry, Mr White 
posted a video from the man¬ 
sion’s pool saying: “This 
Sunday come on, pool party, 
Epsom. Every girl come and 
get down at the mansion pool 
party” 

According to Ms Farquhar¬ 
son, the “bad publicity” of 
the shooting has been “dam¬ 
aging” to Mr White’s musical 
career. 

Ms Farquharson said: “It 
was an innocent party, it was 
not a sex party, Spookie was 
going to showcase some of 
his material but because of 
the chaos that didn’t happen, 
we never planned for this to 
happen.”

Council leaders write to minister 
with Heathrow expansion concern

THE leaders of Richmond, Wand¬ 
sworth and Hillingdon councils have 
written to Chris Grayling MP in his 
new capacity as new transport sec¬ 
retary to threaten legal action if the 
Heathrow expansion is approved. 

Following reports a decision could 
be made as early as September, Lord 
Nick True, Richmond, and Ravi 
Govindia, Wandsworth, as well as 
Hillingdon council leader Ray Pud- 
difoot, told Mr Grayling they would 
launch a ‘legal challenge’. 

In their letter the three argue a 
Heathrow expansion would be a 
slower and more costly option, with 
Gatwick Airport representing a ‘far 
better option on every level’. 

Lord True said: “Heathrow expan¬ 
sion - in either the form of the new 
north-west runway or the extension 


of the existing northern runway - 
would be an environmental disaster 
for our communities. 

“Under both scenarios the costs far 
outweigh the benefits and we urge 
the government to dismiss the inflat¬ 
ed and implausible case made by the 
slick PR promoters of these schemes. 

“The prime minister has spoken of 
her concern to protect communities 
and listen to the concerns of ordi¬ 
nary people. I have no doubt she will 
be true to her word.” 

Ravi Govindia said Wandsworth 
residents had lived with the threat of 
a Heathrow expansion for too long - 
as he appealed for a swift decision. 

Mr Grayling said earlier this 
month that a ruling may come in 
weeks. 

MP for Reigate, Crispin Blunt, has 
been a vocal opponent of Gatwick ex¬ 
pansion. Earlier this month he called 
for a swift decision to be made, back¬ 
ing Heathrow as the best option for 
expansion.

A CHESSINGTON council¬ 
lor who helped Surrey Po¬ 
lice fight the radicalisation 
of youngsters has accused 
the force’s commissioner of 
treating him in a “racially 
motivated” way, after the 
concillor’s role as an advis¬ 
er on equality and diversity 
was terminated. 

David Munro defeated 
Kevin Hurley in Surrey’s po¬ 
lice and crime commissioner 
(PCC) election in May 

But the Independent Po¬ 
lice Complaints Commission 
has now asked Surrey’s po¬ 
lice and crime scrutiny pan¬ 
el to investigate Mr Munro 
following claims by King¬ 
ston Council’s Shiraz Mirza. 
Former Army major Mr 
Munro has declined to com¬ 
ment on the allegation, 
which is understood to relate 
to an overheard phone call 
regarding the ending of Cllr 
Mirza’s contract. 

Cllr Mirza said: “I never 


spoke to David Munro about 
what I did, what I achieved 
in the role or whether he 
wanted to know anything 
from me about my work. 

“I was very upset. All I 
have done is dedicate my life 
to my community work.” 

A Pakistani-born Muslim 
who came to England aged 
19, Cllr Mirza was Kingston’s 
first Asian mayor in 2000, 
serving again in 2007. 


He was hired by Mr Hur¬ 
ley to advise on equality and 
diversity in 2013. 

The 64-year-old’s role in¬ 
cluded helping Surrey Po¬ 
lice recruit black and ethnic 
minority officers, securing 
funding for the Surrey Mi¬ 
nority Ethnic Forum, and 
working with Prevent of¬ 
ficers to intervene in cases 
of young men being groomed 
for terrorism. 


He said police officers of¬ 
ten asked him to talk with 
people from minority com¬ 
munities - 17 per cent of 
Surrey’s 1.2 million popula¬ 
tion - “because they won’t 
speak to us”. 

Mr Hurley has praised 
Cllr Mirza for the trust he 
helped build between Surrey 
Police and the county’s Mus¬ 
lim communities. 

A sub-committee of Sur¬ 
rey’s police and crime panel 
is due to meet tomorrow to 
consider Cllr Mirza’s com¬ 
plaint. 

In a letter sent earlier this 
month the panel summa¬ 
rised his complaint as “that 
the Commissioner has treat¬ 
ed you in a racially motivat¬ 
ed manner which in turn 
has caused you personal dis¬ 
tress”. 

A spokesman for Mr Mun¬ 
ro said the commissioner 
was “keen to build relation¬ 
ships with all of Surrey’s 
minority and ethnic commu¬ 
nities himself and no longer 
requires a consultant to at¬ 
tend meetings with minority 
groups on his behalf”.

‘Rapist’ to 
stand trial 

AN Epsom man accused of 
raping, stabbing and kidnap¬ 
ping a teenage girl last month 
is set to stand trial in Novem¬ 
ber. 

Costica Voedes, 32, of High 
Street, Epsom, has been 
charged with two counts of 
wounding with intent, two 
counts of rape, kidnap, false 
imprisonment, possession of 
an offensive weapon, affray 
and common assault. 

He will be tried at Guild¬ 
ford Crown Court on Novem¬ 
ber 21. 

The trial is expected to last 
seven days. 

Surrey Police said the 
charges relate to an incident 
which took place shortly af¬ 
ter 10.30pm on Friday, June 
17 at Pizza Hut in Waterloo 
Road and Court Recreation 
Ground in Epsom. 

Mr Voedes did not appear 
at a pre-trial preparation 
hearing (PTPH) at Guildford 
Crown Court held on Thurs¬ 
day, July 21 and so did not en¬ 
ter a plea. 

A further PTPH will take 
place at the same court on 
September 19, at which Mr 
Voedes will be expected to en¬ 
ter a plea. 

Police are still keen to hear 
from anyone who saw the in¬ 
cident.

A “SHABBY” corner of 
Epsom will have a makeo¬ 
ver to help make the town 
centre “more attractive for 
shoppers” after councillors 
approved plans for Derby 
Square and Oak Square. 

The adjoining squares in 
Epsom High Street will be re¬ 
branded as the new “Epsom 
Square”, a 4.7-metre high 
canopy structure erected, 
new trees planted, and large 
umbrellas set up, to give the 
square a “piazza” feel. 

Some councillors and a 
group dedicated to planning 
and preserving trees in the 
borough were concerned by 
the application, and said it 
went against Epsom’s “tra¬ 
dition” as a market town and 
its horse racing heritage. 

There are currently four 
trees on the walk leading up 
to the Ebbisham Centre from 
the High Street. In the initial 
application, the tree nearest 
the High Street were be felled 


to make way for a sign adver¬ 
tising the newly rebranded 
Epsom Square. 

The bronze statue of the 
winner of the 2001 Epsom 
Derby, Galileo, was to be re¬ 
located to make way for an 
umbrella to promote “cafe 
culture”. 

Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council’s planning commit¬ 
tee conditionally approved 
the decision eight to two on 
Thursday, July 21. Under 
the terms of approval the 
tree nearest the High Street 


would need to be replanted, 
the Galileo statue relocated 
to make way for a 30 ft by 30 ft 
umbrella, and councillors re¬ 
quested developers use tradi¬ 
tional blue parking signs in¬ 
stead of burnt orange signs. 

Councillor John Beckett 
said: “Derby Square and Oak 
Square are looking shabby. It 
is in need of refurbishment.” 

Mayad Rassam, speaking 
for applicant Rodic Davidson 
Architects, said: “We want to 
create an atmosphere there 
as a piazza where people can 


enjoy their leisure time.” 

Mike Ford, chairman of 
the Epsom and Ewell Tree 
Advisory Board, argued 
against the application on the 
basis that the tree earmarked 
for removal to make way for 
signage was especially im¬ 
portant due to its visibility 
from the High Street. 

He added: “The plans are 
uplifting, but the signage has 
got to be redesigned. 

“We could have new sig¬ 
nage and we could keep the 
tree, and we could live in har¬ 
mony.” 

Councillor Jan Mason, 
argued the refurbishment 
would tarnish Epsom’s sense 
of “tradition” - especially 
if the statue of Galileo was 
moved. Cllr Mason also ar¬ 
gued the rebranding of the 
two squares, Oak Square and 
Derby Square, as “Epsom 
Square” would be confusing. 

Alanna Coombes, Town 
Centre Manager told the Ep¬ 
som Guardian she believed 
the reinvigorated Epsom 
Square “could make the heart 
of Epsom more attractive for 
shoppers, visitors and people 
who want a fun day out”. 


CANDIDATE CHOSEN: Paul 
Kennedy has been re-selected 
as the Liberal Democrat can¬ 
didate for the Mole Valley con¬ 
stituency for the possible snap 
general election. Mr Kennedy 
has worked as a barrister, ac¬ 
countant, and actuary for more 
than 30 years in both private 
and public sectors. In 2015 he 
ran against MP Paul Beresford, 
collecting 7,981 votes, 14.5 per 
cent of the vote. He is current¬ 
ly Mole Valley councillor for 
Fetcham West after winning his 
seat earlier this year. He also 
contested the Surrey Police and 
Crime Commissioner position in 
an election held in June, finish¬ 
ing third behind Conservative 
David Munro and independent 
Kevin Hurley. Mr Kennedy said: 
“I am delighted and honoured 
that Lib Dem colleagues have 
given me this chance to serve 
the people of Mole Valley. More 
than ever, we need a full-time 
campaigning MP, and that is 
what I intend to be.”

Coroner to probe fatality of prison cell-mate on same day 

Inquest date is set for 
rapist who died in jail

A DATE for the inquest of a 
Chessington man who raped a 
pensioner has finally been set 
nearly two years after his death. 

Robert Richards, 22, was 
found unresponsive in his Wand¬ 
sworth prison cell on July 29, 
2014, days before he was due to 
be sentenced for raping and try¬ 
ing to murder a woman in her 
70s. 

Richards, a father-of-one 
and labourer, later died at St 
George’s Hospital in Tooting. 

The original inquest in July of 
last year was stopped after sen¬ 
ior coroner Fiona Wilcox called 
for a formal investigation into 
the number of deaths at Wand¬ 
sworth. 

The grim toll was three times 
more than expected during 2014. 
That year 11 people died at the 
prison. 

The date for a new inquest 
into his death and that of his 
cellmate Ian Pearson, 42, who 
also died at the prison, has been 
set for Monday, March 27,2017.

At a pre-inquest review at 
The Royal Courts of Justice last 
Tuesday Mr Richards’ family’s 
representative Jude Bunting 
said relatives were yet to see key 
documentation - not linked to 
the coroner’s investigation - in¬ 
cluding reports from the Metro¬ 
politan Police and Wandsworth 
Prison. 

He said: “There is a mounting, 


great frustration on my clients’ 
behalf. We are two years since 
Mr Richards’ death and we are 
still no closer to an inquest. 

“We’re not in a position to as¬ 
sist you any further today. We’ve 
not seen any of the reports.” 

Dr Wilcox acknowledged that 
further investigations needed 
to take place before the inquest, 
but said that she had “quite a lot 
of sympathy for the impatience” 
of Mr Richards’ family and that 
progress needed to be made. 

The two inquests will be heard 
by the same jury over two weeks 
at the Royal Courts of Justice. 

Dr Wilcox said: “As time 
has gone on I’ve become less 
convinced they need to be 
linked, but at the same time I be¬ 
lieve it would be good.” 

She added that the inquest 
into Mr Pearson’s death in 
March 2014 would be heard first 
to avoid “confusion”. 

The pensioner Mr Richards 
raped was left in need of hos¬ 
pital treatment for her serious 
injuries. 

They included a broken hip, 
vertebrae, jaw, ribs and a bleed 
on the brain after the attack at 
her home in October 2013.

Two sentenced for robbery that led to 
outcry and teenagers’ dispersal order 


A TERRIFIED 16-year-old boy 
was robbed of his motorbike at 
knifepoint and punched in the 
stomach in an attack by two 
teenagers. 

A 16-year-old boy was sen¬ 
tenced to 18 months in youth 
custody at Redhill Magistrates 
Court by a district judge on 
Tuesday, July 12 following the 
attack in West Ewell earlier this 
year. 

A 14-year-old boy was given 
an 18-month supervision order 
and a two-month home detention 
curfew - enforced by a tag - at 
the same court for his role in the 
“reprehensible” attack. 

The pair were each found 
guilty of one charge of robbery 
on June 22. 

The 16-year-old victim was 
with friends in Hogsmill Way, 
West Ewell, sitting on his white 
Lexmoto motorbike on Saturday, 
January 9 sometime between 
2.30pm and 2.45pm when he was 
approached by the pair. 

One attacker, the 16-year-old, 
threatened the boy with a knife 
and demanded he get off the mo¬ 
torbike. 

The second youth grabbed the 
victim’s bike and punched the 
rider in the stomach when he re¬ 
fused to let go. 

The boys rode off with the sto¬ 
len bike, which was later recov¬ 
ered in a nearby field. 

Surrey Police originally ar¬ 
rested four teenagers aged be¬ 


tween 13 and 17-years-old in con¬ 
nection with the robbery and put 
a dispersal order in place across 
Tolworth, Epsom, Ewell and 
Chessington to break up groups 
of two or more and send unac¬ 
companied young people home. 

Surrey Police also held a panel 
meeting at The Edge in Rowden 
Road, West Ewell to address res¬ 
idents’ concerns over anti-social 
behaviour and criminal activity. 

PC Elena Boafo, neighbour¬ 
hood specialist officer for Ep¬ 
som and Ewell, said: “As well as 
causing extreme distress to the 


victim, this also caused consid¬ 
erable unrest within the local 
community, which led to a dis¬ 
persal order being put in place to 
manage the scale of the anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour and disruption 
which was taking place. 

“These boys being found guilty 
and sentenced sends a strong 
message that we will not tolerate 
violent crimes being committed 
within our local community and 
that we will do everything we 
can to ensure that offenders are 
identified and brought to justice 
for their reprehensible actions.”

Planning officers recommend refusing site as decision due 

Multi-faith cemetery 
bid is facing rejection

COUNCILLORS have been ad¬ 
vised to reject controversial 
plans for a multi-faith cemetery 
site on green belt land in Ban- 
stead this week. 

Reigate and Banstead Bor¬ 
ough Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee were due to decide a fresh 
application for 4,137 woodland, 
natural and traditional burial 


plots in Croydon Lane, Banstead 
last night. 

Applicant Anisha Amin with¬ 
drew previous bids in April and 
November last year after vehe¬ 
ment public opposition to the 
plans for a multi-faith cemetery 
and a chapel on green belt land. 

Hundreds of residents have 
objected to Ms Amin’s latest ap¬ 
plication for a burial site, a chap¬ 
el to host 100 seated guests and 
a car park with 55 parking spac¬ 
es on 25 acres of pastureland, 
lodged on April 28. 


Reigate and Banstead Bor¬ 
ough Council’s head of places 
and planning Natalia Achille- 
ros recommended councillors 
reject the application as it was 
an “inappropriate development” 
which would “harm” the green 
belt in a report prepared ahead 
of the meeting. 

Summarising Ms Amin’s argu¬ 
ment Ms Achilleros wrote: “The 
applicant states that there is a 
significant need for burial spac¬ 
es within the borough and that 
the proposed development would 
cause no significant harm to the 
openness of the green belt.” 

But planning officers ulti¬ 
mately recommended that plan¬ 
ning permission for the burial 
site is refused. 

Ms Achilleros added: “The 
proposed development would 
constitute inappropriate devel¬ 
opment that would be harmful 
to the openness of the green belt 
and the purposes of including 
land within it. No very special 
circumstances are considered to 
exist to outweigh the harm to the 
green belt.”

DISPLEASED commuters 
can expect better integrated, 
more reliable and properly 
staffed train services when 
Transport for London takes 
over London’s entire subur¬ 
ban rail network, according 
to an independent travel 
watchdog. 

Transport for London 
(TfL) in January announced 
plans to take over all subur¬ 
ban rail routes in the capital 
over the next five years, in 
bid to replicate the success 
of the popular London Over¬ 
ground network. 

The first route to be 
re-branded within the Lon¬ 
don Overground will be 
Southeastern, in 2018 and 
Govia Thameslink Railway 
(GTR), the country’s worst 
operator, will follow in 2021. 

The service provided by 
GTR, which runs South¬ 
ern, Thameslink and Great 
Northern, was ranked the 
worst in the country in a re¬ 
cent passenger satisfaction 
survey 

Just 69 per cent of passen¬ 
gers said they were satisfied 
with the company’s overall 
service in Transport Focus 
research published in June. 

The figure was a fall of 
nine percentage points from 
the last National Rail Pas¬ 


senger Survey (NRPS) in the 
autumn, taking Southern to 
the bottom of the rankings 
alongside Southeastern. 

But that could all change 
for frustrated passengers in 
the next five years according 
to Richard Freeston-Clough 
of London TravelWatch. 

He said: “In general we 
feel that the London Over¬ 
ground has been a great suc¬ 
cess and passengers across 
London should be able to 
enjoy the same service as the 
Overground. 

“That means services that 
are cleaner, better, more re¬ 
liable, properly staffed and 
that sort of thing. 

“Generally we feel the 
Overground is an example of 
what can be done, it was in a 
terrible state and nine years 
on it has gone from strength 
to strength and increased its 
passenger numbers. 

“Other benefits include 
more staff working from 
first to last train, with a turn 
up and go service for passen¬ 
gers needing assistance. 

“There is also the opportu¬ 
nity to integrate things a bit 
better with bus services and 
underground services that 
TfL already operate.” 

Mr Freeston-Clough said 
the watchdog urged may- 
oral candidates to be more 
involved in the running of 
London’s transport network 
in the lead up to the election 


in May and was continuing 
to push for more involve¬ 
ment. 

He added: “We published 
a document with 10 key pol¬ 
icies called Transport User 
Priorities before the elec¬ 
tion to try and influence the 
Mayor and one of those is as 
many of London’s rail ser¬ 
vices as possible coordinated 
by the Mayor. 

“Most passengers will say 
they want services to im¬ 
prove and they are not too 
bothered how it is done, they 
just want a better service.” 

The takeover will mean 
about 80 per cent of stations 
should see trains every 15 
minutes. 

TfL will run the expanded 
Overground services within 
the capital’s borders, while 
the Department for Trans¬ 
port will control commuter 
lines further out. 

Since TfL took over in¬ 
ner London Silverlink rail 


re-branded them as the 
Overground, the network 
has seen a six-fold increase 
in passenger numbers and 
consistently high passenger 
satisfaction ratings. 

Unions have described the 
company, which also runs 
the Gatwick Express ser¬ 
vice, as a “global laughing 
stock for international visi¬ 
tors seeking to make a flight 
on time out of the airport”. 

The much-maligned ser¬ 
vice has also copped criti¬ 
cism from both sides of the 
political tables with MPs 
and the Mayor of London 
calling for the TfL takeover 
to happen immediately. 

Last week Mayor Sadiq 
Khan described Southern 
rail’s service an “embarrass¬ 
ment to our city”, adding: 
“There is no doubt that the 
franchise must now be in de¬ 
fault, and I have previously 
called for your department 
to step in and take control. 

“Notwithstanding the 
wider discussions on devo¬ 
lution, I now offer to go one 
step further and put my sen¬ 
ior TfL team in charge of the 
GTR Southern franchise un¬ 
til we get a permanent reso¬ 
lution.” 

Chris Philp, Conservative 
MP for Croydon South, who 
is one of several MPs to lead 
calls for Govia to lose its 
franchise before 2021, said: 
“TfL has done a good job 


running the underground 
network and the London 
Overground lines as well so 
I think there is every reason 
to hope for an improvement, 
it certainly couldn’t get any 
worse. Principally it will be 
a more reliable service, at 
the moment the service is 
completely unreliable and 
what we need to do is get the 
trains running on time - it 
is no more complicated than 
that.” 

Govia has been embroiled 
in a long-running dispute 
with the Rail, Maritime 
and Transport (RMT) union 
over the future of conductor 
roles, which it maintains 
is the reason for consist¬ 
ent lateness and cancelled 
trains. 

Just 66 per cent of the 
company’s trains arrived at 


their destination on time in 
the third quarter of 2016, sig¬ 
nificantly worse than every 
other operator. 

Despite Southeastern’s 
low customer satisfaction 
ratings, 86 per cent of their 
trains arrived at their des¬ 
tination on time during the 
same quarter. 

A Department for Trans¬ 
port spokesman said: “The 
current situation with 
Southern is unacceptable 
and passengers deserve a far 
better service. 

“We have been clear that 
the real solution is for the 
RMT to bring this dispute 
to a close and end the high 
levels of sickness absence 
amongst its members. 

“Improving the situation 
is and will remain a priority 
until this issue is resolved.”

ON SUNDAY, July 31, thousands of cyclists 
will again descend on Surrey and south west 
London for the Prudential RideLondon series. 
Roads along the route will be closed for the 


majority of the day so people are advised to 
plan their travel in advance. 

This year, three cycling routes will run 
through south west London and Surrey - the 
amateur Surrey 100, the world-class Surrey 
Classic, and a new Surrey 46 created for new¬ 
er and younger riders. 

The Surrey section takes the riders as far 
south as Abinger Hammer, where the circuits 


through Dorking, that make up 50 miles of the 
race, take place.

This FISH TACO recipe has been 
one of Surbiton siblings Pete and 
Leo Williamson's biggest hits on 
their blog What Dad Cooked.

Fish tacos are a famous export 
from Baja California in Mexico. 
The fish is normally battered and 
deep-fried or grilled. This way is a 
bit of a cheat; the fish is coated 
in flour and egg and then shal¬ 
low-fried.

INGREDIENTS: 

700g salmon fillet 
8 or more corn or flour tortillas 
2 whole eggs, beaten 
Bowl of flour (approx lOOg) 

14 white cabbage 
Vi iceberg lettuce, sliced thinly 
400g tomatoes, skins removed 
and flesh chopped 
2 avocados, chopped 
Fresh coriander, chopped 
1 or 2 red chillies, chopped 
125ml mayonnaise 
125ml creme fraTche, 3 limes 
Vegetable oil, salt, sugar 


Start the slaw. Slice the cab¬ 
bage and mix with the juice from 
half a lime, half a teaspoon of 
salt and half a teaspoon of sugar. 

Prepare the fish. Check for 
any bones and remove the skin. 
Cut into nugget-sized pieces. 

Prepare the batter. Put the 
eggs and flour in two bowls. 

Heat the tortillas. Wrap the 
tortillas in tin foil.

The barbecue has come indoors this 
summer with a carnivore's dream 
restaurant opening in Wandsworth. 

Former Meatopia chef Stephen 
Hinkley has created a menu based 
on British ingredients alongside top 
butchers and farmers and takes cen¬ 
tre stage in the open plan kitchen, 
talking guests through the menu.

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For three months last year I attempted 
to commute to work through Tooting, 
Mitcham and Sutton, riding on the 
cheapest bike Halfords had available, 
writes George Odling. 

I kept telling myself it would get eas¬ 
ier but abandoned the commute when 
a mother, with her baby strapped to the 
back of her bicycle, shot past me while I 
slowly wheezed up Angel Hill. 

Naturally, when I was told there was a 
bike out there that did half the work for 
you I jumped at the chance to take it out 
for a spin. 

The Piaggio Wi-bike boasts three differ¬ 
ent levels of electric assist, from Eco mode 
to Power for those steep hills, as well as 
the ability to connect your smartphone to 
the bicycle to record data and stats from 
each trip. 

The "B-Fit Personal Trainer" means 
you can monitor your speed, how many 
calories you burn on each trip and your 
fitness progress. 

My initial thought was that a bike that 
does half the work for you cannot be the 
best way to get fit, but there is still a fair 
amount of pedalling to be done as well as 
the option to finely tune how much effort is 
needed to keep yourself moving. 

It is actually easier to monitor how hard 
you push yourself, and how your fitness 
is progressing, but there is always the 
temptation to crank up the bike's power 
and let it do most of the work. 

The first thing I noticed when I got on 
was the bike was not particularly comfy or 
easy to manoeuvre. 


The saddle was very hard, the bike itself 
was very heavy and stiff and changing di¬ 
rection without a lot of speed was a chore. 

Once I got going and approached 
my first hill though, none of this really 
mattered. 

I flicked the bike into "Power" mode with 
my thumb just as a lycra-clad chap on a 
road bike shot past me as we approached 
the bottom of my Everest: Angel Hill. 

Both of us were pedalling frantically to 
keep momentum, but I had a little electric 
engine whirring between my legs, and 
the added power made me feel like Mark 
Cavendish. 

I whizzed past the baffled cyclist and 
shot over the top of the hill, turning my 
head to flash him a sheepish grin. 

With the Wi-bike I shaved about 20 
minutes off my trip home, which had taken 
an hour when cycling the cheap bike under 
my own speed. 

Carrying the bike up the narrow stair¬ 
case to my flat was tough given its weight 
and size, so a location for where the bike 
could be stored is something to consider. 

The Wi-Bike has a hefty £3,000 price 
tag, but it does exactly what it said it 
would and made my commute significant¬ 
ly easier and quicker. 

So if you can afford it, are sick of the 
trains but wary about exhausting yourself 
tackling miles of terrain under your own 
steam, it should be something to think 
about.

A team of deaf women rode 
to Paris from London, to 
raise money to support the 
British Deaf Association’s 
Deaf Roots & Pride (DPR) 
project. 

Bronwynne Buxton, moth¬ 
er of a 13-year-old boy, is com¬ 
pleting the 280-mile journey 
with her friends Caroline 
Fearon, Wendy Scott and Ab¬ 
bie Willis, and they are hop¬ 
ing to raise £10,000 through 
their efforts. All four women 
and Joshua, Ms Buxton’s son, 
are deaf. 

Ms Buxton, of Livingstone 
Park, Epsom, said: “Some¬ 
thing like Deaf Roots & Pride 
would have been really use¬ 
ful for me when I was young, 
and that is why I am passion¬ 
ate about supporting it. The 
pain of riding 75 miles a day 
is worth it knowing so many 
deaf youngsters will bene¬ 
fit.” 

Her team left England from 
the Holiday Inn in Bexley- 
heath, Kent, at 7am on July 
20, and arrived in Paris three 


days later. 

Founded in 2013, DRP work 
to improve the lives of deaf 
children and young people 
through mentors, who help 
improve confidence and com¬ 
munication skills. 

Sue Barry, project manager 
for the project, said: “There 
is a huge demand. 

“The project is clearly hav¬ 


ing a positive impact on deaf 
children’s self-esteem and 
it helps them develop skills 
which break down communi¬ 
cation barriers.”

Selling your home quickly is about giving your property the edge. 
Here are just a few ways of breathing life into your home... 


LICK OF PAINT: It might sound 
cosmetic but a coat of new paint 
(keep the colour neutral) can make 
a house feel clean, hygienic and 
cared for. While you are at it, 
update the front door furniture 
if it's looking tired, replace any 
rotting window timbers or loose 
tiles and give the front flower beds 
a weed. First impressions count. 
ADD SOME PARKING: If you 
have a tatty front garden and 
you live in a town or city, it could 
be worth converting the space 
into an off-road parking area. 
Depending on the surface, this can 
be a cost-efficient way to add value, 
particularly if other properties in 
your street can't offer the same. 
GET PLANNING PERMISSION: 
A property that comes with 
planning permission can often 
tempt buyers who have long-term 
ambitions for the property. Pay 
an architect to draw up plans for 
an extension, spend a bit of time 
getting them through planning 
and you could find yourself with a 
very desirable property (allow at 
least £2,500 to cover architect and 
council planning fees). Again, it's 
about giving your property an edge 
over others. 


Convert the garage into an office 
A lot of today's garages are no 
longer fit for purpose, having been 
designed when cars were smaller. 
They have become dead space and 
can easily be converted into another 
room. Before you do anything, 
though, find out what buyers are 
looking for in your area: is it houses 
with lots of bedrooms (families), 
or properties with an office (young 
professionals)? 

Daniel Killick, Manager of the 
Kew branch of Chestertons, says: 
"Increasingly vendors and landlords 
realise that, by creating viable home 
office space they can attract people 
who want the option of flexible 
working and who want to be able to 
stay productive if transport links fail 
or childcare means the 9 to 5 grind 
just isn't an option." 

CONVERT THE LOFT 
Loft conversions are not cheap or 
always straightforward but they 
can add considerable value to a 
property, particularly when space is 
at a premium. According to recent 
research by Savills, a good loft 
conversion can add 10 to 15 per 
cent to the value of a London home 
(valued at £1 million to £1.5million) 
and five to 10 per cent in the rest 


of the UK (for homes valued at 
£500,000 to £1 million). 

Make sure you don't eat into 
existing living space and remember 
to tell your insurer if you are using 
the space for another bedroom. 
Costs vary but a small conversion 
will set you back £15,000; a large 
one up to £40,000. 

ADD A CONSERVATORY: The 
key to a successful conservatory 
is to ensure that it flows from your 
existing rooms, rather than looking 
as if it's just been tacked on to the 
outside. Savills suggests a good 
one could add as much as 12 per 
cent to the value of your home in 
London, five per cent for the rest 
of the UK and give you a lot more 
living space (at the expense of your 
garden, though). Expect to pay 
anything from £5,000 to £15,000. 
INSTALL A NEW KITCHEN: 

The kitchen is what most house- 
hunters will look at first. Sparkling 
work surfaces and new appliances 
can woo a wavering buyer. Read 
research from OnTheMarket.com 
about how the 'Mary Berry Effect' 
is influencing buyers towards a 
modern kitchen. (Kitchens are 
also what a lot of buyers strip out 
as soon as they buy a property, 



so don't waste your money on 
something new but tasteless). An 
average new kitchen costs £8,000 
and can add six per cent to your 
property's value, according to 
consumer watchdog Which?. The 
current trend is for open-plan living, 
so make sure your kitchen has a 
sense of space. 


ADD AN EXTRA BATHROOM: 

Bigger houses need more 
bathrooms, particularly family 
homes. Nobody likes to queue in 
the morning. "The view is that more 
value is added relative to cost in 
a bigger property where a good 
bathroom count is really important," 
says Robin Chatwin, Head of Savills, 


south west London. 

Make sure all your existing 
bathrooms are spotless, too - it 
sets the right tone. According to 
Bathstore.com, the average cost of a 
new bathroom in the UK is £4,500 - 
but expect to pay a lot more.

The 67-year-old took up 
jogging roughly 27 years ago, 
and earlier this month she 
competed at the Sri Chinmoy 
24-hour race in Berlin finish¬ 
ing as top woman having cov¬ 
ered a staggering 107.8 miles 
(173.5km). 

Admittedly the former 
NHS dietician was only in 
a field of three women, but 
her distance placed her sixth 
overall in a field of 25 - mean¬ 
ing she beat many of the host 
nation’s runners. 

Bath also holds the wom¬ 
en’s 60 and 65 UK age records 
for 12-hour, 100-mile and 
24-hour distances - and in 
October she will be running 
alongside the continent’s 
best in the open race of the 
European 24-hour Champi¬ 
onships in France. 

“I started jogging to get fit 
for a skiing holiday, and I just 
got into it,” she said. 

“I joined the 26.2 Running 
Club in Surbiton and built 
up gradually from 10k to a 
half-marathon, and I did my 
first marathon when I was 49, 
and I did a marathon a year 


until I switched to ultra races 
when I was 60. 

“My first ultra was the 
Dartmoor Discovery 30-mile 
race and I really enjoyed it, 
then I did a 24-hour race on 
the track at Tooting when I 
was 62, and I ran 103 miles 
and was the first lady, which 
was bizarre, but I had clearly 
found my distance. 

“Before I started running, 
I was not really sporty, just 
some gentle swimming.” 

Bath can disappear for 
up to 10 hours a day during 
training runs and she pre¬ 
fers her own company rather 
than listening to headphones. 

But she has made many 
friends on the endurance 
scene around the country, 
and because it is a small band 
of brothers and sisters, they 
all know each other by name 
- including some of the elite 
GB runners. 

Now she will be running 
alongside them in the open 
race that runs alongside the 
European Championships 
after her performance in 
Germany - and she has some 
advice for wannabe runners. 

“It was only a small wom¬ 
en’s field, but I was so chuffed 
to win, the organisers said I 
was smiling all the time, but 
I was so happy that I’d done 
well - especially overall,” she 
said. 

“When I moved up to ul¬ 


tras, I could have easily have 
failed - you don’t know until 
you have the guts to have a 
go. 


“My philosophy is that age 
is totally irrelevant if you 
are committed to training 
properly”
